Re: Fort Wayne Public Transportation Corporation 
1978 Operating Assistance Grant 


I. Notice is hereby given that public hearing will be held 
by the Fort Wayne Public Transportation Corporation for 
the purpose of considering a project for which Federal 
operating assistance under Section 5 of the Urban Mass 
Transportation Act of 1964, as amended, is being sought. 

The hearing shall be held at the corporate offices, 801 
Leesburg Road, Fort Wayne, Indiana, at 1:00 P.M. on Tues¬ 
day, February 14, 1978. 

A. Description of Project 

1. The Project is to provide the Fort Wayne PTC with 
operating funds for calendar year 1978. 

2. The project will serve the Fort Wayne-New Haven 
urbanized area. 

3. The net project cost is estimated to be $2,418,477. 
The federal share shall be $1,200,000 with the 
local share being $1,218,477. The local share shall 
be provided through a combination of local property 
taxes, excise taxes, bank taxes, advertising revenue, 
and a grant from the State of Indiana. 

B. No persons, families, or businesses will be displaced 
by this project. 

C. The project will not have a significant environmental 
impact upon the urban area. 

D. The project is in conformance with comprehensive land 
use and transportation planning in the area and is 
consistent with the adopted programming of projects 
in the Transportation Improvement Program. 

E. The project has considered the special needs of the 
elderly and handicapped particularly by providing 

half fares to these riders during all hours of operation. 

II. At the hearing, the Fort Wayne PTC will afford an opportunity 
for interested persons or agencies to be hears with respect 
to the social, environmental, and economic aspects of the 
project. Interested persons may submit orally or in writing 
evidence and recommendations with respect to said project. 

A copy of the application and the Transportation Improve¬ 
ment Program for the area are currently available for 
public inspection at the corporate offices, 801 Leesburg 
Road, Fort Wayne, Indiana.
